Carter Warns Russians 
In Arms-Control Plea

WASHINGTON, July 31 GAIT). 
President Carter, urging Soviet 
leaders to Join the United States 
in accepting “new responsibilitics” 
for peace, declared today that, 
if a strategie arms agreement 
cannos be reached with Moscow, 
the United States “will do what 
it must to protect its security.” 

The President said, however, 
the United States was “pi 
to limit depiosment of the Cruise 
missile ἐξ limitations were placed 
on Soviet deployment of new 
Strategic offensive missiles, He 
made this offer in the context of

AS the same time. in a major 
foreign policy speech, the Presi- 
cent said “there are no hidden 
meanings in our commitment to 
human rights...

Mr. Carter delivered the ad-

The President's purpose, it was 
said, is to move out of the cur- 
rent propaganda exchanges be~- 
tween the two superpowers— 
which have worried some West- 
ern European lJeaders—end to 
seek stability in relations by 
detailing his long-term objectives

He seid: “We have made some 
progress toward our goals [of 
restricting the strategic arms 
race], But, to be frank. we also 
besr come negative comments 
trom the Soviet side about SALT 
and ‘about our more general 
relations.

By Warsaw Pact 
On Neutron Bomb 


VIENNA, July 21 (UPD.—The 
Warsaw Pact today assailed U.S. 
Plans to -develop the neutron 
bomb and warned it will not be 
pressured by new weapons sys- 
tems into accepting North At- 
Tantic Treaty Organization troop- 
cut proposals. 

A Soviet spokesman said at the 
close of the 12th round of talks 
on reducing armed forces in Cen= 
tral Europe that NATO's discus- 
sion of introducing the neutron 
bomb and the Cruise missile “cuts 
right across the principles 
agreed in these consultations.”

The posters, which later were 
covered up, also hailed the 
plenum's “wise decision” to 
rehabilitate former Vice-Premier 
Teng Asiao-ping. Since Tues- 
day. slogans have appeared at 
several sites heralding the re- 
tum of Mr. Teng, a victim of 
last Year's power struggle. 

There was no official com- 
ment on the posters but foreizn 
analysts here are convinced of 
ther accuracy. A senior Chinese 
official reportedly told 2 Japa- 
nese delegation last night that 
the radicals would be expelled. 

Rehearsals for street celebra- 
tions have occurred recently and 
diplomats were expecting 5. 
formal announcement. Last 
October there ‘was a delay of 
several days before officials 
confirmed the appointment of 
Chairman Hus Kuo-feng.

Desai Faces Backlash on Family Planning

ALIBRAHMIN, India, (WP).— 
By the time the car bad bumped 
across the trackless, dusty plain 
and reached the sun-baked mud 
walls of Alibrahmin, all the men 
had disappeared. 

“Ther’re not home,” said a 
young Woman, suspicious, curious 
but not allowing herself to glance 
up from the dung cakes she was 
shaping for cooking fuel. “Gone 
to the fields,” she added as an 
afterthought. “Gone to the 
market,” muttered another. “We 
don't know when they'll return. 
Too long to wait." 

But after 20 minutes or 80. 
the men started drifting out of 
the tiny houses. Of the 175 men 
in the village, more than 100 had 
been forcibly sterilized during 
the 19-month state of emergency, 
imposed by former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi, that ended in 
January. It will be a long time 
before they lose their fear of 
strangers~.- 

It will be perhaps even longer 
before villagers im northern India 
will listen with anything other 
than contempt to family planners. 

Dirty Words 

Family planning. sterilization 
and contraception have become 
dirty words in post-emergency 


India. Under the new govern- . 


ment, the name ‘of the Ministry 
of Health and Family Planning 
has been changed to the Min- 
istry of Health and Family Wei- 
fare. . 
By forcibly sterilizing millions 
of men during the emergency, the 
government of Mrs. Gandhi may 
have made some limited progress 
on curbing the birthrate but it 
Probably set back by a genera- 
tion efforts to contain the popu- 
lation explosion in India. 

Population, in the view of yir- 
tually all Indian and Western 
experts, is the ker to India's 
future: If population growth 1s 
limited, the country has a slim 
chance to progress. 

If not, the outlook is termfying. 
There are 620 million persons In 
India, Next year, there would 
be roughly 13 million more. By 
the time those 13 million babies 
are adults. there would be 1 
billion persons in this country. 
Neither food supply, education, 
health care or jobs could keep 
pace. 

Message Unheard 

But there is almost no con- 
Sensus on what should constitute 
an effective family-planning pro- 
gram. Eren before the Gandhi 
government sent armed police 
into villages such as Alibrahmin, 
taking away the men in the 
night, the message was not 
getting through. 

A Villager here said that, be- 


fore .the emergency, no one he 
knew practiced any form of 


family planning. He said, in’ 


reply to a question. that “we 
never even heard what condoms 
or those other devices were.” 
The village is less than 70 miles 
from New Delhi. 


The new government of Prime 
Minister Morarji Desai has 
pledged to eliminate any form of 
coercion or inducement, Yet the 
Prospects are gloomier than ever. 

“We'll educate the people,” 
Health and Family Welfare Min- 
ister Re} Narain said recenily. 
“We'll teach them self-denial. 
We'll teach them how to lead a 
normal sex life and avoid con- 
ception. In our ancient book 
there's much written about when 
to have sex and produce children. 
And the time limit is explained 
on how to avoid having children. 
woo, Well teach them yogic 
methods.” 


Skepticism Voiced 


- Some Western experts are skep- 


tical thiat there cam be anything 
like 9 voluntary solution to the 
crisis, especially under the ‘con- 
straints created by the emer- 
gency, 

“Compulsory sterilization ‘was 
an obscenity.” said a Western 
European economist “But . I'm 


afraid, I'm convinced that there's . 


no way to cope with the popula- 
tion problem of this country if 
birth control is not made com- 
pulsory. There should at least 
be disincentives against having 
more then ὕπο children.”

Leon Jaworski hes agreed to serve as 
chief House investigator of the South Korean 
Jobbying scandals. and this time around you 
would expect not to hear quite sq many 
charges that he is likely to “fix” the case 
he is being called in to investigate. That 
was the suspicion—and the ery—back in 1973 
when Mr. Jaworskt succeeded Archibald Cox 
as Watergate special prosecutor. Both Mr. 
Jaworski's close association with the Texas- 
Establishment polltics of Lyndon Johnson 
and his willingness to take the job at all 
in the aftermath of the firing of Mr. Cox 
contributed to the tell-me-another skepti- 
cism with which the news of his appoint- 
ment wes greeted. Why, after 311. would a 
president who had already kicked out one 
special prosecutor and who gave every Sign 
of trying to thwart the investigation appoint 
anyone with whom he did not have a secret 
understanding or whom he did not control? 
No one has ever answered that question 
very well The only thing that can be said 
with certainty is that Leon Jaworskl was 
Richard Nixon's biggest mistake.

A number of people have forgotten that 
fact cr tend to overlook it in their dis- 
pleasure that Mr. Nixon is still at large. And 
nthers reject it altogether, arguing that Mr. 
Jaworski himself was some kind of double 
agent and. in effect, the former president's 
saving friend. This school holds that pros- 
ecutor Jaworski was derelict in failing to 
press for a criminal indictment of Mr. Nixon 
and in acquiescing in President Ford's 
pardon—i? not actually helping to engineer 
it. The case for a criminal indictment, 
where not merely a matter of bloodthirsti- 
ness. usually rests on 1) the idea that a 
prosecution was required on grounds of 
simple justice and 2) the assumption that 
there was a crucial, yet elusive. set of facts 
called the “truth,” which would have been 
made available to the public in a criminal

trial. but which instead were covered up 
for ail time. Ἴ 

We think these views wildly overestimate 
the scope and range of any new material 
that might have come out in such a trial. 
And we think they equaily underestimate, 
first. what is already Enown and, second. 
the tremendous legal obstacles in the way 
of any indictment. We also think that while 
Mr. Jaworski can be faulted for some 
aspects of some of his choices along the 
way. the principal fact about his tenure 
as special prosecutor is simply this: against 
overwhelming odds and with great ecussed- 
ness. craft and skill, he made the case that 
drove Richard Nixon from office. ᾿ 

Nevertheless, in our view. the suspicion of 
Mr. Jaworski that some peopie are already 
expressing can't hurt and may possibly even 
help. For all we know it may inspire him, 
as such skepticism has in the past, to show 
people that he isn't Kidding. The investiga~ 
tion he is taking over is a shambles. A great 
deal more needs to be clarified concerning 
the conditions under which Mr. Jaworski will 
work. And the politics of the House in this 
affair are, in many respects, complicated 
beyond anything Mr, Jaworski ever encoun- 
tered in the Nixon investigation. There are. 
as well people who argue that a special 
prosecution should be undertaken and that 
the House so-called Ethics Committee should 
be taken off the case altogether. We may 
be wrong. but it doesn’t seem to us that 
Leon Jaworski would come out of public 
retirement to invite further allegations of a 
high-level cop-out. or unfavorable observa- 
tions from the right about how harshly he 
treated a Republican president in compari- 
son with his treatment of Democratic con- 
gressmen. We don't think the days ahead 
Jook awfully good, in other words, for those 
legislators who were Up ta their necks in 
South Korean boodle.

'Begin’s Beginning 


Prime Minister Menahem Begin's ‘talks 
with President Carter removed an extrane- 
ous obstacle to Middle East diplomacy and. 
in so doing, brought the United States and 
‘Israel closer to the hard choices remaining 
before both of them. It has yet to be 
established that this will bring the parties 
to a peace conference at Geneva. 88 Mr. 
Carter (without explaining how) suggested 
jt would, or to further disengagements or 
other agreements leading toward an eventual 
settlement. But—and this isn’t a minor con- 
sideration—diplomatic momentum has been 
sustained. 

The extraneous obstacle removed was the 
‘prospect that Mr. Begin’s feared personal 
and political inflexibility would produce an 
Israeli-U.S. collision. This fear proved un~- 
founded. By their own accounts, Mr. Begin 
and the President hit it off well in personal 
terms—although a deeper level of under- 
standing of the division between them was 
suggested tn their toasts on Tuesday: Mr. 
Garter called for Israeli “courage” and 
warned that there is “no way to postpone 
any longer” the divisive underlying issues: 
Mr. Begin responded with an appeal for U.S. 
“patience.” In bis public appearances, Mr. 
Bevin displayed a keenness and wit and 
manner of reason belying his earlier images 
as fanatic and terrorist. The rise to power 
of the Begin government, it now seems plain, 
dees not pose an insuperable obstacle to 
the orderly and amicable conduct of busi- 
ness between the United States and Israel. 

How productive this business will be is 
‘something else. Mr. Begin’s purpose, over- 
sold as a “secret plan,” was to induce the 
administration ta suspend its current active 
effort to gain Israeli and Arab assent to 
Mr. Carter's three basic points: The return 


of Israeli-cecupied territory: a Palestinian 
homeland: and real peace. which means the 
normalization of diplomatic, economic and 
cultural retations across the board. Con- 
ceivably as bait, Mr. Begin offered the hint 
or promise of later compromise on substance. 
Perhaps he simply offered an answer to the 
question that was bedeviling the administra- 


tion as he arrived: What.to.donext.In any -... 


event, he asked for, and apparently received, 
support for his preferred procedural frame- 
work: first choice {s peace talks with the 
separate Arab states (with no PLO partici- 
pation) at Geneva; second choice is separate 
talks outside Geneva, perhaps with Wash- 
ington acting as the go-between. This em- 
phasis on procedure. we note, let Mr. Begin 
evade all the hard and exacerbating issues 
of substance. Since no route around the 
Palestinian impasse has been indicated, we 
are somewhat puziled that Mr. Carter 
regards a Geneva conference in October as 
“very Ukely.” Well all have to wait and 
see. 
xe * 

In brief, Mr. Begin brought no miracles 
but he did clear the U.S.-Israeli air. If his 
emphasis on deferring substance and getting 
talks going does not satisfy the administra~- 
tlon’s desire for deliberate, explicit move- 
ment toward an overall settlement. it does 
at least provide 8 framework in which Israel 
and one or another Arab state can take 
smaller steps if they choose. Mr. Begin has 
given Israel at least a short-term tactical 
initiative. and he has given the United States 
the only opening in view to move its own 
longer-term policy ahead. So far, at least, 
no Arab has come up with a better idea.

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The Have-Nots

yw YORK—Every society needs 
ἃ large supply of have-nots. 
and the American model is no 
exception. Being more egalitarian 
than most, however. it is develop- 
Ing a system under whick duty 
in the have-not division can be 
Totated from geueration to gener- 
ation, 

Young white men who ποῦς 
adeys find that they are the last 
to be hired do 
not understand 
the reasons for 
the change, Un- 
der the old order, 
young white men 
were always the 
first to be hired. 
Now, they com- 
plain, they sare 
being discriminat- 
ed against. They 
are correct. 

The theory un- 
derlying this change of discrimi- 
nation victims is that since have- 
nots are here to stay, the have- 
not life can be made more palat- 
able if the duty 1s rotated from 
time to time. Thus, black people, 
who have done long duty as have- 
Nats, may draw strength to carry 
on from the expectation that 
their children will be given first 
crack at the good life even when 
there is an equally able white 
male applying for it. 

The problem is how to make 
their children equally able. The 
solution is to diseriminate in 
education, In the past when 
white males were exclusively tick- 
eted for the good life, ir was ar- 
tanged by discriminating against 
blacks at the schoolhouse. with 
the result that fancy employers 
could point out that they couldn't 
find any black people erudite 
enough for $20,000 jobs, 

By discriminating against white 
male students, the country can 
get more blacks into the best 
schools and reduce the percentage 
of good-life competitors bv creat- 
ing more unqualified young white 
males, 

Young white men nowadays 
often complain about the injus~ 
tice of the new discrimination, 
which is frustrating thelr career 
ambitions and trapping them out 
on the economic margin occupied 
by the unemployable. Their plight 
4s compounded by the feminist 
movement which, with federal

muscle behind it, encourages in- 
stitutions also to mind their step 
before passing over female ap- 
plicants. 

Well, of course it's unfair to 
have to be so far superior to both 
female and black competition that 
you can't get ticketed into the 
elass without becoming the object 
of a federal investigation, Even 
then, 85 many women and blacks 
can tell these embittered young 
men. you are likely to see the 
college or job of your choice 50 
to a less qualified agent of a 
more-favored class, The fact is 
that there is nothing new about 
the new discrimination, except 
the identity of the victimized 
class. 

Women and blacks have absarb- 
ed 2 lesson that white males have 
yet to Jearn: to wit, that it is 
easier to make discrimination 
work for you than it is to 
eliminate it from the American 
life. AS groups. they have ac- 
cepted discrimination as α reality 
and have applied political heat to 
make Certain that if discrimina- 
tion 15 to be the ruje of the econ- 
omy. it ts at least going to work 
for then.

White males are still innocent 
ou this point. As a class, they 
probably believe the myth handed 
down by generations of contented 
white forefathers that true merit 
will conquer alk 'To believe other- 
wise would confront them with 
the necessity of questioning the 
justice of the American system, 

‘The question no one asks is 
why the country must have 8. 
large supply of people to be dis- 
criminated against. This takes us 
inte dangerous water indeed, for 
when there are enough jobs to 
absorb a nation’s talents and 
enough schools to fulfill people's 
destres for education, the need for 
discrimination withers away. 

The country obviously does not 
provide enough jobs and schools. 
Some say it cannot afford to and 
that trying to do so would destroy 
8, system which, after all, is work- 
ing pretty well. If have-nots in 
large supply are an economic 
necessity, then victims of discrim- 
ination are a vital part of the 
system, and the cunning will 
make sure that the duty of 
victimhood passes to somebody 
else, 
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Immortal McGonagall

ONDON (UPI).—The muse 

first inspired William Mc~ 
Gonagall, one of the worst ports 
in the history of literature. 100 
years ago ths summer. These 
days he 15 outselling Browning 
and Tennyson. 

McGonasall, a humorless Scot 
whose verse Was amusingly 
awful, penned these immortal 
“Lines on the Death of an 
American Playwright": 

A pathetic tragedy I will 

relate, 

Concerning poor Fred 

Maruden’s fate, 

Who suffocated himself by 

the fumes of gas, 

On the leth of May and in 

the year of 1888, alas. 

And never one to let a 
disaster go unrhymied: 

“Iwas in the town of Sunder- 

land, and in the year of 1883, 

That about 200 children were 

jJaunched into eternity... 


McGonagall died a pauper in 
Edinburgh in 1902. But tens 
of thousands of bookshelves on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain 
have @ treasured place for the 
volumes by the handloom weav- 
ey and part-time actor whom 
the Times Literary Supplement 
several years ago deemed “a 
real genius, for he is the only 
memorable truly bad poet in 
our language.” 

A McGonagall cult has mush- 
roomed in the Far East and 
East and Western Europe and 
is growing, more slowly, in the 
United States and Canada. In 
1971 about 220,000 volumes of 
his poems had been sold, Last 
February sales topped the 500,- 
000 mark. 

McGonagall won posthumous 
fame after a poetic career that 
doused him with little other 
than scorn, hurled eggs and 
rotten vegetables. 

He wrote that in 1877 he was 
inspired by his muse. Wrongly 
thinking it was the muse of 
poetry, be quickly penned a 
poem to a departed friend:

‘There is none can you excell 

You have boldiy rejected the 
confession of faith, 

And defended your cause

Today his fans include 
most ofthe British royal family, 
particularly Prince Charles and 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
mother, herself a Scot.
